First  Church  Tupelo 
Destroyed  By  Fire 

Damage  Exceeds  $200,000 

Tupelo,  Nov.  25— A  raging  fire  destroy¬ 
ed  the  First  Baptist  Church,  and  prac¬ 
tically  demolished  the  Educational  build¬ 
ing  last  night  and  today. 

The  blaze  did  damage  in  excess  of 
1200,000.  It  was  discovered  about  7:30 
P  m.  Friday.  It  was  the  second  of  the 
day.  A  small  fire  about  2  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  was  discovered  in  the  men’s 
room  of  the  church  and  extinguished. 
The  pastor,  Dr.  H.  R.  Holcomb,  who  has 
■erved  the  chunfh  for  over  20  years,  dis¬ 
covered  both  fires. 

The  second  fire  began  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  church  and  on  the  aaiqe  aide 
of  the  building  as  the  first  small  blaze. 
The  first  fire  was  thought  to  have  origi¬ 
nated  from  combustion  of  waste  mater¬ 
ial  in  the  men's  room,  but  no  reason  was 
advanced  for  the  second.  No  meetings 
of  any  kind  has  been  held  in  the  chimh 
■>nce  Wednesday,  and  then  only  the 
main  auditorium  was  used. 

Only  heavy  snow  on  roof  tops  prevent- 
ad  the  blase  from  spreading  to  nearby

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP—)  The  1950 
state  convention  season  came  to  a  close 
the  third  week  in  November.  Following 
are  summaries  of  the  final  meetings: 

Kentucky  Baptists  voted  to  oppose  any 
effort  by  “any  church  group  to  secure 
directly  or  indirectly  and  in  any  mea¬ 
sure  their  support  from  the  public  trea¬ 
sury.”  They  recognized  the  right  of 
churches  and  church-owned  religious  in¬ 
stitutions  to  be  tax  exempt,  hut  declared 
the  right  of  the  state  to  tax  church-owned 
rental  property  or  other  properties  bear¬ 
ing  reveoue  when  they  are  foreign  to 
church  purposes. 

Alabama  Baptists  voted  additional  sup- 
port  to  Howard  and  Judson  colleges  for 
building  purposes;  to  suggest  to  the 
churches  that  funds  contributed  in  excess 
of  budget  requirements  to  be  divided 
equally  between  local  and  Cooperative 
Program  needs;  to  establish  a  Negro  de¬ 
partment  under  the  executive  board  and 
to  work  with  Protestant  groups  in  the 
establishment  of  an  adoption  agency  W 
orphan  children. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  voted  to  finish 
their  campaign  to  raise  $700,000  for  their 
hospital;  appointed  a  committee  to  plan 
a  nine  year  capital  and  current  program 
for  their  institutions;  voted  to  break 
ground  for  their  new  Wake  Forest  cam¬ 
pus  at  Winston-Salem  by  1952;  set  a  $1,- 
800,000  Cooperative  Program  goal  andi 
increase  size  of  the  state  board  from  50* 
to  79  members. 

Virginia  Baptists  voted  to  adopt  a  to¬ 
tal  Cooperative  Program  budget  of  two 
million  dollars,  half  going  to  state  caus¬ 
es  and  half  to  Southwide  causes.  The 
state  part  will  be  divided  $550,000  to  cur¬ 
rent  operating  expenses  and  all  above 
to  capital  needs.  They  also  voted  to  ac¬ 
cept  an  invitation  of  the  Religious  Herald 
Company  to  nominate  six  persons  for 
three  annual  vacancies  on  the  board  of 
a  newly  formed  Religious  Herald  Pub¬ 
lishing  Association,  Inc.,  thereby  assum¬ 
ing  eventual  control  of  the  Religious  Her¬ 
ald  similar  to  that  exercised  over  other 
board  and  schools  of  Virginia.  Other  ac- 
Eagles  Eyrie  as  a  state  assembly  ground 
and  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  their 
constitution  further  qualifying  Baptist 
churches  which  send  messengers  to  the 
associations  as  being  those  “which  fol¬ 
low  the  New  Testament  teaching  of  sal¬ 
vation  by  grace  and  believers  baptism 
by  immersion.” 

Tennessee  Eaptists  voted  to  adopt  a 
two  million  dollar  Cooperative  Program 
goal  for  1951;  to  cooperate  fully  in  the 
1951  simultaneous  revivals  and  to  change 
their  constitutions  so  as  to  include  East 
Tennessee  Baptist  Hospital  among  the 
convention’s  owned  and  supported  insti¬ 
tutions.

Louisiana  Baptists  voted  to  raise  their 
Cooperative  Program  budget  ten  per 
cent  to  $766,500  and  to  divide  it  42  1-2 
per  cent  to  Southern  Convention  and  57 
1-2  to  state  causes.

Also  provided  re¬ 
placement  for  any  state  board  member 
who  misses  three  consecutive  meetings. 
Set  a  goal  for  one  baptism  for  each  ten 
resident  members. 

Sooth  Carolina  Baptists  adopted  a  Co¬ 
operative  Program  budget  of  two  mil¬ 
lion  to  be  divided  fifty  per  cent  to  South¬ 
ern  Convention  causes  and  fifty  per  cent 
to  state  causes.

Pleads  For  Simple  Writing 

By  Hal  D.  Bennett 

Why  is  it  that  so  many  writers  of 
real  scholarship  take  their  conclusions 
and  wrap  them  in  such  bookish  language 
that  few  will  buy  the  product? 

The  majority  of  New  Testament 
Scholars,  for  instance,  men  who  have 
spent  years  working  in  the  original 
Greek,  eventually  put  out  books  that  are 
quoted  back  and  forth  by  other  scholars. 
But  the  texts  are  of  little  or  no  value 
to  the  average  preacher  or  student. 

The  conclusions  may  be  sound.  But 
in  our  day  most  of  us  will  read  only 
a  page  or  two  of  such  writing  and  then 
decide  that  we  have  problems  enough 
without  decoding  the  mile-long  sentences 
of  higher  and  lower  critics. 

Most  people  will  not  read  long  sen¬ 
tences  (some  of  these  are  too  long) 
Long  paragraphs,  with  sentences  that 
double  back  upon  themselves,  taking 
tangents  for  a  ride  before  getting  to 
the  main  verb,  scare  us  off  or  bore  us 
when  we  read  them.  It  is  as  though  we 
were  asked  to  swallow  a  nine-course 
dinner  —  like  a  seal  does  a  fish  —  in 
one  gulp.  There’s  nothing  wrong  with 
such  a  fine  dinner,  but  in  the  way  it 
is  served. 

Why  Net  Be  Understood? 

It  should  be  evident  to  such  Greek 
scholars  that  the  biblical  authors  wrote 
in  what  is  called  “Koine,”  the  common 
language  of  the  people.  They  spoke  the 
common  (KOINE)  language,  and  their 
church  letters  were  written  m  the

Hard  To  Understand 

A  series  of  alarming  events  which 
Indicate  the  policy  of  our  government 
in  promoting  the  interests  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  religious  sect  has  been  made 
public  recently.  For  Instance,  the 
press  reported  how  President  Tru¬ 
man,  d-urlng  his  stay  In  Mexico,  visit¬ 
ed  Chapultepec.  Just  outside  Mexico 
City,  where  a  monument  stands  for 
six  cadets  who  resisted  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  In  1847  and  died  rather  than 
surrender.  Although  It  was  not  on 
his  schedule,  he  performed  a  signifi¬ 
cant  act.  Intended  to  Impress  the 
natives,  by  placing  a  wreath  at  the 
foot  of  the  monument  under  religious 
auspices.  Another  Instance— on  Sep¬ 
tember  11,  1949,  United  States  Am¬ 
bassador  Claude  O.  Bowers  presented 
a  United  States  flag  to  "adorn  tbe 
Image  of  the  Virgin  of  Carmen”  In 
the  cathedral  In  Santiago,  Chile.  He 
was  accompanied  In  this  act  by 
Colonel  Charles  W.  McCarthy,  mili¬ 
tary  attache  of  the  embassy.  The  flag 
was  blessed  by  Cardinal  Caro,  of 
Santiago.  Other  Instances  are  like¬ 
wise  puzzling.  For  example,  The 
Christian  Century  of  November  9, 
1949,  called  attention  to  the  visit  of 
an  American  fleet  at  a  port  In 
Spain  as  reported  by  Our  Sunday 
Visitor,  Roman  Catholic  weekly,  In 
Its  October  16  Issue.  Below  a  picture 
captioned  "U.  8.  Sailors  Honor  Spain” 
was  this  pargaraph:  "Kneeling  before 
the  high  altar  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Santiago  de  Compostela  in  Spain,  an 
American  naval  officer  presents  an 
American  flag  to  the  church  on  be¬ 
half  of  sailors  belonging  to  the 
Mediterranean  Fleet  who  visited  the 
famous  Spanish  shrine.  The  national 
emblem  was  presented  ‘as  a  token 
of  our  respect  for  this  Christian  na¬ 
tion  and  as  a  souvenir  of  this  solemn 
occasion.’  ”  Should  not  some  sort  of 
a  protest  be  made  when  these  Items 
of  United  States  official  collabora¬ 
tion  In  sectarian  events  appear  In 
public  print?  Their  occurrence  Is  all 
too  frequent.  Does  It  Indicate  that  our 
government  Is  definitely  engaged  In 
lending  Its  prestige  and  power  to  the 
building  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  In  different  parts  of  the 
world?  If  so,  what  right  has  It  to 
do  this  to  the  neglect  of  other  de¬ 
nominations  which  are  more  num¬ 
erous  In  total  and  more  powerful  in 
their  ministry? — The  Watchman-

There  are  some  who  insist  that  cred¬ 
it  be  granted  in  the  Sunday  School  Train¬ 
ing  School  Course.  If  an  offer  of  credit 
can  be  used  to  increase  attendance  or 
encourage  more  careful  study,  then  the 
offer  of  an  award  may  serve  a  good 
purpose.

Dogma  Proclamation 

SIOUX  FALLS,  S.  D.  — (RNS) —  A 
resolution  condemning  the  Papal  procla¬ 
mation  of  the  Assumption  dogma  was 
adopted  by  the  American  Lutheran  Con¬ 
ference  at  its  biennial  convention  here. 

The  resolution  stated,  “We,  as  Lu¬ 
therans,  must  protest  that  there  is  no 
basis  for  the  dogma  in  Scripture  or  in 
the  ecumenical  creeds."  It  said  further 
that  it  was  a  sin  to  “bind  Christians  to 
any  belief’  not  taught  by  the  Bible.  The 
new  teaching  was  said  to  widen  the 
cleavage  in  Christendom. 

“In  the  face  of  this  superstitious  er¬ 
ror,"  the  resolution  concluded,  "we 
again  assert  that  it  is  Christ  alone  Who 
saves  and  Who  with  the  Father  and 
Holy  Spirit  is  to  bo  Honored  with  prayer 
and  adoration." 

Another  resolution  put  the  Conference 
on  record  as  “emphatically  opposed’’ 
to  any  representation  by  the  United 
States  or  its  President  at  the  Vatican. 
Such  a  move,  the  convention  declared, 
would  violate  the  principle  of  separation 
of  Church  and  State,  would  offend  non- 
Catholics,  and  would  aggravate  religious 
antagonisms.

D.  C.  BAPTISTS  OPPOSE 
VATICAN  APPOINTMENT 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (RNS) —  A 
resolution  opposing  appointment  of  a 
diplomatic  envoy  to  the  Vatican  by  Pres¬ 
ident  Truman  was  unanimously  adopted 
at  annual  sessions  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  Baptist  Convention  here. 

President  Truman  regularly  attends 
First  Baptist  church,  which  is  a  member 
of  the  D.C.  Convention.  Representatives 
of  the  President's  church  joined  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  resolution. 

The  Convention  also  passed  a  resolu¬ 
tion  urging  the  President  to  set  aside 
a  day  of  prayer  for  world  peace. 

After  a  spirited  debate,  the  Convention 
elected  Herbert  W.  Ludwig,  a  retired 
government  employee,  as  its  new  presi¬ 
dent  During  its  74-year-old  history,  the 
Convention  has  alternated  between  lay 
and  clerical  presidents,  with  presidents 
by  custom  being  re-elected  once,  so 
that  they  have  a  two-year  term. 

In  1949  this  unwritten  rule  was  abro¬ 
gated,  however,  by  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Frank  B.  Burress.  pastor  of  Foun¬ 
tain  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  as  presi¬ 
dent  succeeding  another  clergyman,  Dr. 
Clarence  W.  Cranford,  pastor  of  Calvary 
Baptist  church. 

T7>is  year  the  nominating  committee 
recommended  that  the  lay-clergy  alter¬ 
nation  be  resumed.  But  Mr.  Burress 
was  nominated  for  re-election  from  the 
floor,  precipitating  a  debate  and  ballot, 
which  was  reported  as  90  to  49  in  favor 
of  the  lay  candidate.

WASHINGTON.  D.  C.  -<RNS)-  More 
than  70  persons,  ranging  from  a  police 
patrolman  to  ranking  diplomats  and 
government  officials,  participated  in  a 
Gospel  reading  marathem  here. 

Sponsored  by  the  Washington  City  Bi¬ 
ble  Society,  the  marathon  lasted  21 
hours.  Scores  of  persons  were  in  attend¬ 
ance  throughout  the  day  as  the  New 
Testament  was  read  from  beginning 
to  end  by  readers  who  worked  in  19- 
minute  shifts. 

The  Hon.  Norman  J.  O.  Makin,  Au¬ 
stralian  ambassador  to  the  United 
States,  read  the  Book  of  Jude.  Jess  Lar- 
son,  administrator  of  the  General  ser* 
vices  Administration,  read  six  chapters 
from  Paul’s  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews.  Dr. 
Paul  Douglass,  jiresident  of  American 
University,  read  the  last  three  chapters.

Blocks  Measure  Leasing 
Federal  Property  To  *Church 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C— (RNS)-Objec- 
tions  by  Senator  Wayne  Morse  (R-Ore.), 
blocked  passage  of  a  bill  which  would 
have  granted  the  Temple  Methodist 
Church  of  San  Francisco  a  lease  on  part 
of  a  federally -owned  building  In  that 
city. 

“I  am  a  strong  believer  in  the  separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  State,”  Senator  Morsa 
said,  “and,  as  I  understand  the  bill, 
federal  property  would  be  given  to  a 
church.  I  do  not  care  what  church  it  is; 
I  simply  do  not  see  why  property  of 
value  to  the  federal  government  should 
be  given  to  a  church.” 


In  the  report  of  the  State  Convention 
in  the  last  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record, 
it  was  stated  that  the  committee  to  re¬ 
view  the  Christian  Education  report  ap¬ 
proved  recommendations  one  and  three 
of  the  report  of  Mississippi  College  and 
pledged  support  thereto.

Encouraged  by  the  wonderful  success 
of  the  Enlargement  Program  a  new  6 
year  objective  has  been  set.  In  the  new 
program  the  major  emphasis  Is  being 
placed  upon  Internal  improvement, 
rather  than  enlargement  of  physical 
facilities.  We  have  greatly  lengthened 
the  cords;  now  we  want  to  strengthen 
the  stakes.  Receiving  Immediate  atten¬ 
tion  wiU  be  enlarging  alms  and  ob¬ 
jectives,  enriching  curricular,  tmprovkig 
instruction,  Introducing  on  a  moderate 
scale  graduate  and  professional  work. 
To  do  all  of  this  and  more,  will  require 
a  greatly  increased  Income  from  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  an  augmented 
endowment.  This  Is  imperative  to  reach 
the  desired  goal  and  at  the  same  time 
to  keep  the  coat  of  Instruction  within 
the  reach  of  students  with  only  moderate

«l  CONSECRATION 

Rom.  12:1-8. 

1.  Explanation. 

(a)  The  word  “stewardship*’  Is  usual¬ 
ly  applied  to  the  Christian  use  of  money. 
But  money  is  by  no  means  the  only  ele¬ 
ment  in  the  content  that  divine  trust 
which  God  has  committed  to  His  people. 
That  trust  Includes  time,  personality, 
energy,  position  or  station  in  life— all  the 
elements  that  go  to  make  up  ability. 

These  are  all  rtfU  from  God.  We  have 
nothing  we  have  not  received  from  Him 
and  for  which  we  are  not  accountable  to 
Him.  Our  recognition  of  this  accountabil¬ 
ity  and  consequent  responsibility  will, 
with  due  allowance  for  our  native  laxl- 
ness.  measure  the  degree  In  which  our 
stewardship  is  good. 

(b) .  “Consecration**  means  the  act  or 
process  of  making  holy.  TO  consecrate 
means  to  dedicate,  devote,  to  set  apart 
to  sacred  use. 

2.  Act  of  Consecration.  Make  God  m 
present  of  your  living  body  that  it  may 
be  a  sacrifice  that  lives  .acts,  thinks, 
works— your  body  with  the  powers  It 
invests,  your  feet  to  walk,  your  hands 
to  work,  your  mind  to  think,  your  heart 
to  love.  “Present  your  bodies”  marks 
also  the  extent  of  Christian  consecration. 
Tou  hold  nothing  back,  but  give  God  aU 
you  are. 

3.  Method  of  Consecration. 

(a) .  Negatively.  Do  not  let  the  world 
fashion  your  conduct,  do  not  accept  the 
standards  of  the  world  as  your  at&nd- 
ards;  but  take  the  Christian  standards  as 
yours.  If  you  do  this,  there  are  a  lot 
of  practices  current  In  the  world  that  you 
win  not  practice. 

(b) .  Positively.  “Be  ye  transformed  by 
the  renewing  of  your  minds”.  Get  your 
thinking  straight  and  yon  will  then  be 
otherwise  straight.  Wheel  yonr  process 
of  thought  Into  line  with  the  thought  of 
God  and  yon  will  find  Him  indeed, 
“Counselor”. 

4.  Issue  of  Consecration.  “Ye  may 
discern  what  is  the  wUl  of  God,  the  good 
and  well  pleasing  and  perfect". 

Tou  will  come  to  know  the  will  of  God 
for  your  hie,  what  attitudes  and  action* 
upon  your  part  will  be  well  pleasing  to 

Him.

Catholic  Action  Approved 

Whatever  conscientious  Disagreements 
Baptists  have  with  Roman  Catholicism, 
they  can  heartily  approve  the  efforts  of 
its  Legion  of  Decency  to  raise  moral 
standards  in  the  moving  picture  indus¬ 
try.  Baptists  may  well  be  concerned  over 
the  recent  report  by  the  Legion’s  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  Patrick  J-  Masterson,  as 
summarized  in  The  New  York  Times, 
who  declared  that  “the  moral  qualities 
of  postwar  motion  pictures  have  hit  an 
all  time  low.  The  percentage  of  films 
containing  morally  objectionable  ma¬ 
terial  has  climbed  from  15%  in  1945  to 
above  25%  today,  the  highest  percentage 
since  the  Legion  of  Decency  was  orga¬ 
nized.  Of  imported  films,  more  than  52% 
have  been  found  morally  objectionable. 
Moreover,  the  moral  offensiveness  in 
films  is  increasing  qualitatively  as  well 
as  quantitatively.”  While  evil  is  legiti¬ 
mate  material  for  picturing  on  tha 
screen,  the  Legion  contends  that  it  must 
always  be  presented  as  evil  and  never 
alluringly  even  if  condemned.  Baptists 
will  also  agree  with  that.  The  only  way 
to  compel  the  motion  picture  industry  to 
maintain  moral  standards  in  films  is  to 
support  constant  protest  by  refraining 
from  patronizing  theatres  that  exhibit 
offensive  films.  Unfortunately  there 
seems  to  be  ho  effective  »»ethod  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  export  of  American  morslly 
objectionable  film  to  foreign  lands 
thereby  creating  a  woefully  false  and 
seriously  damaging  impression  of  Amer¬ 
ican  life  and  ideals.  The  United  States  is 
today  in  need  of  many  friends  around 
the  world.  That  friendship  ought  not  to 
be  jeopardized  by  the  export  of  evil 
motion  picture  films. — Editor  Wm.  B.

4.  Sponsor  the  education  of  one  stu¬ 
dent  .helping  him  until  he  completes  his 
course.  If  additional  help  is  needed  write 
the  American  Baptist  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  1800  Whit’s  Creek  Pike,  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  for  additional  help,  or  sug¬ 
gestions  as  to  how  a  student  may  help 
pay  his  own  expenses.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Commission,  1800  Whit’s  Creek  Pike, 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  has  a  limited  num¬ 
ber  of  scholarships  which  are  given  pre¬ 
ferably  to  men  of  college  level.
